The only charge against the syndicate was 
a tax of 15,000 francs, payable to the authori- 
ties of Paris.

160, or 
$12,972 for each $5 , 000 shares 
subscribed, according to the statement of the 
Paris receipts, which the special agent for the 
syndicate bas taken home with him, it will be 
seen that while the receipts were not so large 
as estimated in these figures, they are large 
enough to realize considerably more than half 
the profits expected.

Smuggled Into the United States Through 
British Columbia—A Profitable Trafic,

This emuggling business is ren | 22 to 
the ship owners, and is at ead by very 
little risk. Chinese merchants pay as high as 
$50 I capita for transportation for coolies 
and the profit on opium smuggled into 
the United States is enormous Thirty 
Celestials constitute a consignment for 
an ordinary sloop, and the us quantity of 
opium necessary to fill out the cargo 
insures a profit over $2,000 
to the owner for a trip not 
consuming more than twelve hours’ time. 
Within the past few days the opium rin 
har contracted for a small but 
steam launch to be be used in this business, 
and it is estimated that she willclear for the 
owners over $75,000 per year.

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THE QUESTION BEFORE CONGRESS. 

From the First to the Fifty-first Con- 
gress it has been the recognized right of 
any member of either house, by simply 
calling attention to the fact that the yeas 
and nays footed ur less than a majority 
of the whole membership, to prevent a 
minority from usurping and exercising 
the majority’s legislative power. 

That was the sole purpose and effect of 
the quorum rule which has prevailed for 
a hundred years. It has sometimes 
caused delay in the passage of a bill by 
compelling the supporters of the same to 
bring out and poll their full vote. It his 
also prevented the passage of a great 
many bad bills which couid not command 
a majority. But it never nas prevented 
the passage of any bill favored by a ma- 
jority of the whole, and the sole purpose 
and effect of its abrogation is to enable 
parties to take advantage of slim attend- 
ance and pass bills with less than a ma- 
jority. 

Should this conservative rule, which 
has 80 long operated as a check upon 
vicious minority legislation, and has been 
enforced only too seldom and too fitfully, 
be now abolished? In other words, have 
both houses of all former Congresses 
been wrong in their interpretation of the 
constitutional quorum provision and in 
holding that the public welfare required 
arule which any member could enforce 
at any time to prevent any party from 
passing bills by a minority vote? 

Ifall former Congresses have erred in 
this matter, then not only the present 
House but the Senate also should adopt 
the proposed new rule authorizing the 
Speaker to declare a bill passed by count- 
ing those who do not vote as part of the 
quorum. But the fact that all parties in 
Congress, whether minorities or majori- 
ties, have, up to this time, opposed this 
change as unconstitutional and dan- 
gerous, is a very strong testimony against 
it. The fact that the party leaders now 
insisting on this change were all against 
it until a particular situation and a plainly 
apparent party exigency wrought a sud- 
den change in their views, is 4 still 
stronger testimony against it. And still 
more conclusive is the fact that bitter ex- 
perience of minority legislation has caused 
the insertion of provisions in a number of 
new State Constitutions, requiring a yea 
majority of all members elected in each 
house to pass any bill. 

The burden of showing a cause greater 
than a temporary party purpose is on 
those who attempt in such an important 
matter to set aside the authority of all the 
statesmen who have preceded them. They 
will find it impossible to refute their own 
former arguments against the proposed 
change, and out of their own mouths their 
condemnation will come when the question 
is submitted to the people.

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A WESTERN HORROR.

A Family of Boomers Murdered and Robbed 
by Indian Territery Outlaws. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcnu. 

Wionrra, Kan., Feb, 8.—Thomas Humps 
and Ora Horner, two cowboys, last evening, 
forty-five miles southwest ot Purcell, I. I., 
made a horrible discovery, In a ravine in the 
foot-hilis of the Arbuckle Mountains their at- 
tention was first attracted to a covered wagon, 
and upon approaching it they discovered four 
human bodies lying upon the ground. One 


was that of an old man, apparently 50 or 60 
years old. Another that of an eiderly woman, 
while the other two were s young woman and 
* child, tue latter Probably 10 
years old. The old man was 
about twenty feet from the wagon 
while the others were lying nearer, the child 
being under it. It is evident that the wolves 
had been exuting the bodies, for the flesh nad 
beuen gnawed off the bones in several places 
while the bodies were almost devoid 
ot clothes. What clothes remained 
on them were torn into vhreds. 
Everything pointed to the fact that the family 
had been murdered and robbed, as there 
were na horses, arms or valnables of any 
kind found about the wagon. Upon examin- 
ing the bodies they discovered that they had 
al been shot, the old man  hav- 
ing three bullet holes in him, one 
in his che k, another though his right lung 
and the third in his abdomen. The old lady, 
presumably the wife and mother, was shot 
through the temple. The daughter, 
who was probably eighteen years 
old, was shot in the back of the bead, 
while the little child bad been shot 
inthe mouth. The robbers, after committing 
this horrible crime, evidentiy robbed the 
wazon and their victims of what vuluabies 
they had, as everything in the wagon was 
turned topsy turvey, @ trunk standing 
open with its contents strewn around. 
The cowboys examined the wagon 
losely in hopes of discovering 
some letters by means of which they could 
identify the murdered bodies, but they failed 
in their search. With a spade which they 
found sticking In a feed-box at the rear end of 
the wagon they dug four shallow eraves side 
y side and placed the bodies in them 
norder to prevent the wolves from further 
molesting them. lt was evident that the 
bodies bad been dead for several days, per- 
haps weeks, as the wagon tires and an ax 
near and the buckies of the harness, which 
were hanging on the wagon tongue, were 
covered with rust. The cowboys reached 
Purcell this morning and reported what they 
had found. Deputy Marshal Geo. Walker, at 
Oklahoma City, was notified, and accom- 
punied by another Marshal, left for the scene 
this afternoon. Those murdered, it is sup- 
osed, constitated a femily moving from 
Nexus into Oklahoma and met their sad fate 
at the hands of some of the Territory toughs. 


A $21,855 VERDICT.

In the upper 
part of the building were also the steeping 
apartments of the janitor, Wm. Smith and 
his wife, both of whom bad narrow escapes 
from suffocation, the latter being carried out 
in an unconscious state. 

The fire, it is now said, was caused by an 
explosion in the soda water manufactory of 
Messrs. Swinley, in the rear end of the build- 
ing. 

About 2:40, when the flames were at their 
bighest, a rapid fire of masketry took place, 
frightening every one away from the build- 
ing. This was cansed by the ignition of 10,000 
rounds of cartridges in the armory. The 
fusiiade was kept up for some time, sending 
phe ra in all directions, but no one was 

urt. 

The flames spread to a large three-story 
building adjoining, which was entirely de- 
stroyed, entailing a loss toa number of fam- 
ilies who lived there of $20,000. Day’s con- 
fectionery and Dow’s photographic estab- 
lishment were also burned out. n the hall 
building the Board of Trade’s rooms, with 
their valuable library and decuments, were 
completely destroyed. In the armory were 
800 rifles and accouterments, all belonging to 
the State, and these, with a Gatling gun, were 
burned up. Theonly one injured, so far as 
known, wes James Lindsay, a fireman of 
eugine No. 6, who was thrown off aroof and 
severely injured.

The sec nd 

largest crop is winter wheat, of which 

there were 1,550,947 acres, pro- 

‘ducing 35,030,048 bushels, worth $19,842,- 

573.77. Oats comes next with 1,392,097 acres, 

yielding 47,922,889 bushels, valued at $7,654,- 

812.88. Thecrop of sorghum was unusually 

large, because of the establishment of several 

large sugar factories. A totaf of 824,693 acres 

was.sown, the product of the State being 

worth $4,217,757.60. +The yield of Irish pota- 

toes was larger than ever before. From 

109,447 acres there was a product of 11,532,482 

bushels, valued at $3,892,229. The prairie 

grass for the year is valued at $7,870,952; 

millet and Hungarian $3,453,712; flax, $1,115,- 

489; broom corn, $831,243; spring wheat, $583, - 

127; sweet potatoes, $412,266.70; castor beans,

He has been out on a 
month’s trip through the counties of Crowley, 
Sumner, Harper and Elk in Southern Kansas, 
and found most of the cattie feeders in that 
part ot the State well satisfied. ‘*‘They are 
feeding cheap corn by the thousands of bush- 
els, he said, and they are making money 
On their cattle almost without exception. Thev 
are stuffing into them corn that costs only 10 
or 11 cents per bushel, and as soon as they are 
fat enough to pass for dress beef stock they 
hurry them to market, impatient to get the 
good profit that they know their cattle will 
bring them. I made some effort to urge the 
stockmen to full feed their cattie on the 
grounds, that two or three months would add 
$1 to the tame of them, so great is the export 
demand for choice heavy steers.’’

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LOCAL MINING NEWS. 


An Exciting Session of the Mining Ex- 


change—Good Transactions. 


The closing call of the week on the Mining 
Exchange was the most exolting one that has 
been held for a long time and one of the most 
exciting inthe history of the Exchange. It 
was all the callerand President Abeles could 
do to hold the crowd in check, and it 
was only done by threatening heavy 
fines. But one fine, however, was 


imposed. After the call there were 
about a dozen appeals from recorded 
transactions, more than are ordinarily made 
inamonth. The confusion was so great when 
the occasion of these arose that it was impos- 
sible for the caller to distin uish as hetween 
bidders and sellers, and the record had to be 
changed in several instances.

campaign and decide 
the line of policy upon 


The s¢os10n was prolonged until a late hour, 
and the discussion covered the entire field of 
State affairs. It was determined to place be- 
fore the people at the election next Septem- 
ber a full State ticket and also to run local 
county tickets. It was further decided that a 
convention to nominate candidates for State 
offices should be called at as early a date as 
practicable; that there should be no compro- 
mise with either the Democratic or Repub- 
lican parties, and that the campaign should 
be energetic and aggressive. 

The importance of a thorough organization 
was discussed, and the Chairman was author- 
ized to issue an address to the voters of the 


‘State setting forth the principles of the Union- 
Labor party, and the grounds upon which it 


claimed supremacy over the dominant party. 


The Chairman of the party in each Congres- 
sional District was likewise urged to organize 


with a view to polling a largely increased vote 
in the autumn election; and, in short, work 


for avery Vigorous canvass was mapped out. 
The committee was reorganized, and is now 
constitated as follows: 


Chairman, W. 8. 
Morgan, Hardy; Secretary, O. 8. Jones, Pres- 
cott; O. M. B. Cox, Rector; G. B. Farmer, 
Conway; J. L. Caldwell, Caldwell. 

At the gubernatorial election In 1888 C. M. 
Norwood was the candidate of the Union La- 
bor partv against James P. Eagle, the Demo- 
oratlo nominee. Norwood was also supported 
by the Republicans, who made no nomina- 
tions for State officers. He received 84,223 
votes, as against 99, 229 cast for Eagle. The 
Republican vote in the State is about fifty 
thousand, but the Union Labor leaders claim 
that thelr actual voting strength is between 


forty thousand nd fifty thousand, and that th 
last election was neither fair nor free, : 
AN ELECTION REMINISCENCE. 

Norwood presented a petition to the last 
Legislature alleging fraud in the election for 
Governor ina large number of counties and 
asking for an investigation. The Lower House 
granted the prayer of the petitioner, but the 
Senat refused it. All the leading Democratic 
papers inthe State condemned the action of 
the Senate, holding that a fair and searching 
investigatiou would have shown that the 
Democratic gubernatorial nominee had 
an unquestionable. majority of not 
less than ten thousand votes over 
his opponent. Since then Norwood and his 
friends have used what they term bis **failure 
to secure justice from the Democratic party’’ 
to the best possibie olitical advantage, 
though just what figure it will cut in the ensu- 
ing Gubernatorial contest remains to be seen. 
Thatan Investigation was denied him is a 
matter regretted and denounced by the Demo- 
cratic press and leaders. 

THE UNION-LABOR PROGRAMMB.

CHAPTER 1. 

On the 25th of May, 1887, I sat alone upon 
the deck of the Sparhawk, a three-masted 
schooner, bullt, according to a description in 
the cabin, at Sackport, Me. I was not only alone 
on the deck, but I was alone on the ship. The

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| qppear to be lexking, and rode well upon the 


Sparhawk was a ‘‘derelict;’’that is,if a vessel 
with a man on board of her can be said to be 
totally abandoned. 

I had now been on board the schooner for 
eight days. How long before that she had 
been drifting about at the mercy of the winds 
and currents 1 did not then know, but 1 dis- 
cowered afterward that during a cyclone early 
in April she had been abandoned by her en 
tire crew and had since been reported five 
times to the bydrographie office of the Navy 
Department in Washington and her positions 
and probable courses duly marked on the 
pllot chart. 

She had now become one ofthat little fleet 
abandoned at sea for one e ause or another 
and floating about this wav and that, as the 
wild winds diev or the ocean currents ran. 
Voyaging without purpose, as if manned by 
the spirits of ignorant landsmen, sometimes 
backward and forward over comparatively 
small ocean spaces, and sometimes drifting 
for many months and and over thousands of 
miles, these derelicts form at night and in fog 
one of the dangers most to be feared by those 
who sail upon the sea. 

As leaid before, I came on board the aban- 
doned Sparhawk on the 17th of May, and very 
glad indeed was Ito get my feet again on solid 
planking. Three days previously the small 
steamer Thespla, from Havana to New Tork, 
on which I had been a passenger, had been 
burned at sea and all on board had left her in 
the boats. 

What becameof the other boats I do not 
know, but the one in which I found myself in 
company with five other men, all Cuban 
cigar-makere, was nearly upset by a heavy 
wave during the second night we were out, 
and we were all thrown into the sea. As none 
of the Cubans could swim, they were all 
lost, but I succeeded in reaching the boat, 
which had righted itself, though half full of 
water. 

There was nothing In the boat but two oars 
which had not slipped out of their rowlocks, 
a leather scoop which had been tied to a 
thwart, aud the aforementioned water. 


I Was Hailed From the Steamer. 


Before morning I had nearly baled out the 
boat, and fortunate it was for me that up to 
thetime ofthe upset we had had enough to 
eat and drink, for otherwise I should not have 
had strength for that work and what followed. 

Not long after daybreak I sighted the Spar- 
hawk and iminediately began to make such 
signais as I could. The vessel appeared to be 
but afew miles distant and I could not deter- 
mine whether she was approaching me or go- 

ing away from me. I could see no sign that 
my signals had been noticed and began 
frantically to row towards her. After a quar- 
ter of an hour of violent exertion I did not ap- 
pear to be much nearer to her, but observing 
her more closely, I could see, even with my 
landsman’s eyes, that something was the mat- 
ter with her. Portions of her mast and rig- 
ging were gone and one large sail at her stern 
appeared to be fluttering in the wind. a 

Butit mattered not tome what had, hap- 
pened to her, she was a ship afioat and I must 
reach her. Tired, hungry and thirsty, I rowea 
and rowed, but it was not until Jong after 
noon that Ireached her. She must have been 
much further from me than I had supposed. 
© With a great deal of trouble I managed to 
clamberon board, and found the ship de- 
serted. Ihad suspected that this would be 
theonse, tor as I had drawn near I would 
have seen some sen that my approach was 
noticed had there been anybody on board to 
perceive it. Buti found food and water, and 
wheniwas no longer hungry or thiraty I 
threw myself in a berth and slept until the 
gun was high the next day. 

I had now been on this derelict vessel for 
eight days. Why she had been deserted and 
left to her fate Il was not seaman enough to 
know. Itistruethat her masts and rigging 
were in a doleful condition, but she did not 


„ There was plenty of fooa and water on 
fortable acoommodations. I

taken no notice of the signal which I nag 
hung as high in the men mast as I had 
dared to climb. It was indeed no wonder 
that the signal had attracted no attention 
among the fluttering shreds of sails about it. 

I believe that one ship must have ap- 
proached quite close to me. I had been 
below some time looking over the books 
in the captain’s room, and when I came 
on deck I saw the stern of the ship 
perhaps a mille or two distant, and sailing 
away. Of course my shouts and waving were 
ot no avail. She had probably recognized the 
derelict Sparhawk and had made a note o 
her present position in order to report it to 
the bydrographic office. 

The weather had been fair for the most part 
of the time, the sea moderately smooth, and 
when the wind was strong the great sall on 
the mizzen-mast, which remained hoisted 
and whichI had tightened upa little, acted 
after the mannerof the long end of a weather- 
vane and kept the ship's head to the sea. 

Thus it will be seen that I was not in a bad 
plight, but although I appreciated this I grew 
more and more troubled and uneasy. For 
several days I had not seen a eall, andifl 
should see one how could I attract attention? 
It must be that the condition of the vessel in- 
dicated that there was no one on board. Had 
I known that the Sparhawk was already en- 
tered upon the list of derelicts Ishould have 
been hopeless indeed. 

At first I hung out a lantern asa night sig- 
nal, but on the second night it was broken by 
the wind and I could find only one other 
in good condition. The ship’s lights 
must have been blown away in 
the storm together with her boats and 
much of her rigging. I would not hang out 
the only lantern left me, for fear it should 
come to grief and that I should be left in the 
dark at night in that great vessel. Had I 
known that Iwas On a vessel which had been 
regularly relegated to the ranks of the for- 
saken I should better have appreciated the 
importance of allowing passing vessels to see 
that there was a light on board the Sparhawk, 
and, therefore, in all probability a life. 

As day after day had passed Ihad become 
more and more disheartened. It seemed to 
methatIwasin a part of the great ocean 
avoided dy vessels of every kind, that l was 
not in the track of anything going anywhere. 
Every day there seemed to be less and less 
wind, and when 1 had been on board a week 
the Sparhawk was cently rising and falling 
on a smooth sea in a dead calm. Hour after 
hour Iswept the horrison with the captain’s 
glass, but only once cid I see anything to en- 
courage me. This was what appeared like a 
long line of black smoke against the distant 
sky, which might have been left by a passing 
steamer; but, were this tne case, I fever saw 
the steamer. 

Happily there were plenty of provisions on 
board of a plain kind. Ifound spirits and 
wines, andeven medicines, and in the cap- 
tain’sroom there were pipes, tobacco and 

some books. 


This comparative comfort gave me a new 
and strange kind of despair. I began to fear 
that might become contented to live out my 
life alone inthe midst of this lonely ocean. 
In that case what sort of a man should I be? 

It was about 8:30 by the Captain’s chronom- 
eter when I caine on deck on the morning of 
the 25th of May. I had become a late riser, 
for what was the good of rising early when 
there was nothing torise for? I had scarcely 
raised my eyes above the rall of the ship 
when, to my utter umazement, I perceived a 
vessel not a mile away. The sight was so 
unexpected and the surprise was so great that 
my heart almost stoppod beating as I stood 
and gazed at her. 

She was a medium-sized iron steamer and 
lay upon the sea in a peculiar fashion, her 
head being much lower than her stern, the 
latter elevated so much that 1 could see part 
of the blades of her motionless propeller. She 
presented the appearance of aship which was 
just about to plunge, bow foremost, into the 
depths of the ocean, or which, bad just risen, 
stern foremost, from those depths. 


With the exception of her position and the 
fact that no smoke-stack was visibie, 
she seemed, to my eyes, to be in good 
enough trim. She had probably deen 
in collision with something, and 
her forward compartments bad filled. De- 

serted by her frew, she had become a dere 
lict, and, drifting about in ber desolation, had 
fallen in with another cerelict as desolate as 

herself. The factttat I was on board the 

Sparhawk did not, in my eyes, make that 
vessel any the less forsaken and forlorn. 

The coming of this steamer gave me no 

comfort. Two derelicts, in their saddening 
effects upon the spirits, would be twice as bad 
as one, and, more than that, there was dan- 

ger should a storm arise that they would 

Gash into each other and both goto the bot- 

tom. Despairing asI had become, I did not 
want to go to the bottom. 

As I gazed upon the steamer I conld see that 
she was gradually approaching me. There 
was a little breeze this morning, and so much 
of her hull stood out of the water that it 
caught a good deal of the wind. The Spar- 

hawk, on the contrary, was but little affected 

by the breeze, for apart from the fact that the 

great sail kept her head always to the wind, 

she was beavily laden with sugar and moles- 
Bes and sat deep in the water. other was 
not 2 e A meg! but would 
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see her much better; I fancied Icould almost 
discern her features, She was not old; she 
was well- shaped; her bluish gray dress fitted 
hersnugly. Holding the rall with one band 
she stood very erect, which must have been 
somewhat difficult, considering the inclina 
tion ofthe deck.

Bernard Quaritch, who has made himself 
the greatest book expert in the world as his 
master Bohn wasin bis time the greatest in 
London, has sent over in chargeof his son, 

dung Mr. Bernard Quaritch, this rare feast 
or American bookwirms. It seems, how- 
ever, as young Mr. Quariteh said a day or 
two ago, ashame to call a lover of old books 
by the same name as that conceded to their 
greatest enemy. Your real bookworm 
can’t have very much more fun at his feasts 
than does the newly discovered worm that 
feeds on cold steel and scorns any daintier 
diet. One of the most beautifully worm-eaten 
books ever seen lies on Mr. Quaritch's tables,

Here, on another page, isthe great hunt in 
the New Forest, at which William Rufus lost 
his life. The huntemen, in their shirts of 
green, are winding their horns and hotly pur- 
suing the stag, which is flying fast through 
the tree trunks; lu the upper background lies 
the Red King with thearrow that has gianced 
from a tree stuck ‘ast in his heart. Here all 
costumes are aecurate and admirably de- 
picted, and the whole work would prove in- 
valuable for reference. 

Who hasn't heard of the ‘‘Breeches Bible?“ 
Here is a chance to see one—one of the very 
first edition and as 

RARE AND PERFECT 
as — existence. It is a small quarto in 
two volumes, printed at Geneva by Rowland 
Hall in 1660. Itis in the seventh verse of the 
third chapter of Genesis that the famous text 
appears, as follows: 

„Then the eyes of them both were opened 
and they knew that — were naked and they 
sewed fig leaves together and made them- 
selves breeches.’’ 

A marginal reference, indicated by two in- 
verted commas, indicates that by the word 
**breeches’’ was meant things to gird about

them.“ Here is another famous Bible, called 
the He Bible,“ in five volumes, folio, print- 
ed in 1611. It is interesting on many accounts 

as being the first edition of the authorized 
English Bible, as being Prince Henry’s own 
copy, a~ being interleaved for his notes and 
commentaries and as containing the auto- 
graph of Dr. Lawrence Chaderton, one of the 
translators. Why ‘‘He idle?“ Because the 
same pronoun in different contexts appears 
variously prigged as ‘‘he’’ and ‘‘she.”’ 

The early scribes and illuminators devoted 
quite as much of their work to sacred subjécts 
as did the early printers. One of the most 
curiously written and lilustrated MSS. in 
existence is ‘‘Belial,’’ which lies here in the 
Quaritch collection near the Bibles. ‘*Bellal: 
das Pucht daz da betracht’’ is a smail folio, 
on paper, written by Anton Ruettel at Pair- 
menchingn in 1480. There are thirty-five 
miniatures, and some of them would + far 
towards enlightening, perhaps, the debaters 
in the Presbytery of New York, whose 
views as to a future state and the dam- 
nation of the non-elect seem just now to 
bein sucha ferment. ‘‘Beljial’’ describes 8

The foreign element is predominant 
in the ancient city of the Cgars with its worid- 
famous landmark, the Kremlin, but in 
Nischny-Nowgorod (Moscow) it rules abso- 
lutely. “This latter place is the focus of Rus- 
sian commerce, the greatest market of 
Eufope.

The most magnificent and wild highland 
scenery unfolds before the astonished gaze of 
the traveler. The snow-capped summits of 
the mountain giants Eibrus and 0 

CASBEK SALUTE 
the passer-by, From precipitous rocks, 
around which the eagle soars in eternal sol- 
itude, the ruins of the thousand-yeoar-old 
castle of Darlal, the legend-crowned abode of 


their solemn shadows into the valley below. 
On the summit of this pass is tho border line 
of Earope and Asia und from there the way 
leads favidly down on an excellent road, one 
of the most daring creations of our age. 
Vehicles of a manifold kind meet the wan- 
derer. Atlast the mountains fall behind and 
the wagon rolls along the right-hand sbore of 
the turbulent waters of the Kur toward Tiflis, 
the Paris of the Cuucasian maguates. 


Tiflis is a strange mongrel! of European civ- 
llization and oriental nature. A or fine 
road brings us from Tiflis to Udsherna, of 
whose dirty little Duchan (hotel) we show an 
illustration. A large portion of the wretched 
huts, which comprise the village, are built 
half- ways underground, ienving nothing vis- 
ibie but their entrances resting upen wooden 
piers. As we pruceed we face the mountains 
of the Caucasus, whose summits are covered 
with snow, while dense and 
fertile fields, vineyards ; 
groves cluster sround their base. L 
and vehicle are now abandoned and a 
tedious climbing up and down on horseback 
over much less comiortabie paths begins. On 
our way we pass the f rtress Gunib, the only 
natural fort of tre world, which on its height 
raises grain, grass and wood in abundance. 
From there a ride of twenty-four hours ip the 
teljewa brings us to the little seaport, Pe- 
trowek, on the Caapian Sea, a miserable, 
dirty little place founded by Peter the Great. 
A LONELY RIDE 
along a flat, barren shore lands us in the 
smoky, naptba-burning city of Baku. From 
here a day is consumed to cross over 
to Usun-ada, the firs: station ofthe new Tran 
Caspian Rallway. All ite larger station- 
bulidings are villa-like structures built of the 
beautiful white blocks from the mountains of 
Samarkand. All these stations are provided 
with excellent buffets in elegant dining-halis, 
so that the splendid tabie service one meets 
makes one forget entirely the grent desert 
outside. The ride from Usun-ade to Samark- 
and (1,482.90 kilometers) occupies seventy-fve 
hours and twenty minutes. or 18.37 kilometers 
per hour, Including the lengthy stops at each 
one of the sixty different stations of the road. 
Beyond Goek-Tepe the line traverses a ter- 
tile, well-irrigated country, covered with 
trees and shrubs and numerous grazing herds. 

Then comes another stretch of desert land 
as far as Artik in the Attek oasis ciose at the 
foot of the Persian mountain-chain; alone 
which the line proceeds. After crossing the 
River Tedshend, beyond Taktr, on an iron 


| bridge 80 meters In length and passing through 


the Tedshend oasis, the train pulls into the 
immense ousis of Merw, world-famous for its 
voluptous luzuriousness. The exustern por- 
tion of this oasis is to-day, however, barren. 

Another stretch of yellrwish-brown, bar- 
ren, sandy lands br ugs us to the wardens and 
meadows of the station Tschardsbul. Hesi- 
tatingly the train puffs over the bridge, which 
crosacs the numerous large and small forks 
and muddy islands ot the Amu-Derja (Oxus). 
This, the longest wooden bridge in the world, 
was built inside of four months, cost- 
lng onl $125,000. At last we 
strike Dochara, the residence of the Emir, 
surrounded by a wall of over twenty-five feet 
in height. Another crossing of several sta 
tions lands us at the end of our journey:

DECEMBER CROP REPORT 

The recent publication by the State Board. 
of Agriculture of the December crop report, 
gives a general resume of 1889, in which is 
indicated a loss of nearly $10,000,000 to corn- 

rowers in this State on the crop of last year: 

his bas created a great deal of comment 
among the newspapers and culturiats of 
the State. An interview with W. C. Garrand 
Secretary of the board, shows the system of 
ascertaining the methods or estimates con- 
tained in the report. In order to get atthe 
cost of production of the principal crops, 
1,600 detailed circulars were sent out to crop 
correspondents and others enga in agri- 
cultural pursuits, requesting that the blanke 
be carefully filled and the circular : 
From these a table was complied, giving the 
average cost per acre of the several ye 
which gave a State average. It is found that 
to produce and market an acre of corn the 
farmer incurs an expense of $9.75. In some 
counties the expense was as low as N, and in 
others as high as $12.50. 

In 1888 the profit on the corn orop in the State 
was about $10,000,000. The average was 39 
bushels to the acre, and the market price 
28 cents per bushel. In 1889 the loss 
is, inround numbers, $10,000,000, a a 
difference of $20,000,000 in favor of 1888. -The 
average yield in 1889 was thirty-five bushels 
per acre and the market price only 23 cents 
per bushel. Take 7,000,000 as the number of 
acres planted to corn both years, the loss can 
be accounted for by the difference in the yield 
and the market price, A loss of four bushels 

er acre in 1889 on 7,000,000 acres is 28,000, 

ushels of corn. This at 28 cents per bushel 
accounts for $6,440,000. The difference of 5 
cents on 248,000,000 of bushels shows an addl- 
tional deficit of $12,400,000, making a total 
difference between the two years of $18,840,000. 
The report is based on the official returns of 
the assessors, so far as the acreage is con- 
cerned,and the yield is based on the estimates 
of 600 nie 4 correspondents, whoare practical 
and reliable farmers, most of whom have been 
in the service of the State for twelve to fifteen 
years. It is a rule of the office where a 
mistake is apparent, by either r or 
correspondent, to send out a correction sheet 
in order to verify the report. The great care in 
obtaining these corrections has necessarily 
delayed the publication of the report. 
fact that there is no material difference be- 
tween the estimates of the State 
those by the Government statistician is 
evidence of their approximate correctness. 
The variation is slight excent in corn, where 
be uses an excess of area and yield per acre, 
but valucs the crop at $60,000,000, as ag 
$58, 500,000 as estimated by the State Board. It

THE BOGUS COFFEE TRADE, 


$25,000,000 a Lear Paid for Roasted Peas, 


Beans and Rye.

The average bulk of the genuine coffee im- 
ported into the United States is 8,000,000 bags, 
or 180,000,000 pounds per annum. Experte 
estimate that fully 20 per cent of the coffee 
sold to consumers is bogus, which raises the 
consumption to 216. 000, 000 pounds. Taking 30 
cents per pound as the average retail price, 
the people of America pay $65,000,000 every 
year for this one article of food, of which $13,- 
000,000 is paid for roasted and ground beans, 
peas, rye or a manufactured article in no way 
resembling the Brazilian beryy. In addition 
to this must be added the production and 
sale of what are cailed ‘‘coffee substitutes.’’ 

So extensive is this business that it is. quite 
safe to say that consumers pay $12,000, 
what they believe to be cheap coffee, 
raises the total expenditure to $77,000,000, 
it represents a sale of ,000,000 pounds, for 
the ‘‘substitute coffee“ usually sells at 2 
cents per pound. It will thus be seen that
